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On 1 October 1950, there were 98¢ locomotives in reserve. These 
were administratively distributed as fellows:

» {The Reichsbahn coal supply for boi. locomotives and other mainte 
nance purposes on 7 September 1950 vas sufficient for 29.5 days.

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The following stretches are being dcuble-tracked: Frankfurt/Oder 
sq Kiietrin, Berlin to Wustermark, Berlin to Seddin. The 
frankfurt/Oder-Kistrin line is nearly completed. 


fhe reil yards at Wustermark and at Seddin are being widened. 


The "Blsterbrticcke" rail bridge near Jocketa is at present being 
reconstructed.

Recently a siding along the line between Berlin-Lichterfelde/Ost 
and Grossbeeren was designated as a through track. Upon examina- 
tion, the condition of the roadbed was shown to be extremely 
dangerous for traffic. In one spot it was found that 13 out of 
L5 ties within about thirty feet cof track were completely rotted. 
Nevestheless, RBD Berlin ordered the movement of passenger and 
freight trains over the siding at a speed restricted to 

25 kilometers per hour.

The 
Diesel-Motoranwerk is at present to both build new and repair 
old marine engines, All unfinished matters affecting the trans- 
fer from Reignsbahn must be completed by the end of the year.
